“We’re  inviting  every  man,  woman  and 
child  to  join  us  on  the  Broadview  Campus  for  a 
first  hand  look  at  just  how  great  our  new  facil- 
ities are  going  to  be,"  Capital  Campaign  Chair 
Roger  Greenberg  says  enthusiastically. 

“You’ll  tour  the  site  of  the  new  JCC,  regis- 
ter for  this  year’s  fall  programs,  see  where  a 
future  Hillel  Lodge  will  be  built  and  take  note 
of  the  plans  for  improvements  to  881 
Broadview.  And,  in  between,  you  can  take  a 
swim  in  the  pool,  munch  on  kosher  snacks  and 
share  in  the  enjoyment  of  a great  communal 
afternoon.” 

The  fun  starts  at  12:30  pm  and  continues 
until  four  o’clock.  Event  co-chairs  Mark  Resnick 
and  Francie  Greenspoon  have  mapped  out  a 
fantastic  afternoon  geared  for  babies  to  bubbies 
and  zaidies,  and  everyone  in  between. 

“We’re  going  all  out  to  make  sure  the  whole 
community  gets  a real  feel  for  the  shape  and 
size  of  things  to  come,"  Resnick  says. 

Ropes  staking  out  both  the  interior  and 
exterior  of  the  new  JCC  will  allow  the  commu- 
nity to  get  a sense  of  the  size  and  shape  of  the 
new  community  building.  Added  to  that,  visi- 
tors will  have  the  opportunity  to  actually  use 
‘rooms’  in  the  facility,  as  the  JCC  showcases  its 
roster  of  exciting  programs. 

“Visitors  will  be  able  to  try  their  expertise  in 
arts  and  crafts  literally  on  the  very  spot  where 
the  arts  and  crafts  room  will  be;  or  lift  weights 
in  the  weight  room;  or  join  in  an  aerobics  class 
in  the  gym,  all  under  the  supervision  of  profes- 
sional JCC  staffers,”  Greenspoon  says. 

“And  you  don’t  have  to  wait  two  years  to 
join  in  the  action,"  she  adds.  “JCC  registration 
will  take  place  throughout  the  day  for  a wide 
variety  of  exciting  new  programs  happening 
this  fall.” 

“Any  and  all  questions,  comments,  observa- 
tions and  program  suggestions  wili  be  wel- 
come," Greenberg  says.  “This  community  is 
poised  to  put  the  ‘J’back  into  the  JCC  and  into 
Jewish  communal  life.  We’re  on  the  threshold 
of  a brand  new  era."

The  strength  of  Jewish  communities  throughout 
North  America  lies  in  their  broad  base  of  committed  vol- 
unteers. Here  in  Ottawa  our  community  is  sustained  by 
lay  people  who  commit  their  time,  energy,  and  resources 
to  provide  a high  quality  of  Jewish  life  for  all  of  us. 

Without  diminishing  the  important  role  played  by  the 
community’s  professional  staff,  it  is  the  volunteers  who 
provide  the  fuel  that  keeps  our  com- 
munity thriving.  It  is  that  commit- 
ment and  organization  that  make 
Jewish  communities  stand  out  among 
ethnic  and  faith  communities.  But 
this  volunteer  leadership  also  pre- 
sents us  with  a constant  challenge  of 
recruiting  new  volunteers  to  replace 
those  currently  involved  in  the  com- 
munity. 

There  are  challenges  and  tribula- 
tions in  community  work.  However, 
anyone  who  is  active  in  communal 
work  will  tell  you  that  the  rewards 
are  well  worth  the  effort.  Now  more 
than  ever,  in  difficult  economic  times, 
we  need  committed,  competent  indi- 
viduals to  take  on  leadership  roles  within  the  communi- 
ty- 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Vaad  Ha’Ir  recently 
approved  the  launching  of  a human  resource  develop- 
ment (HRD)  strategy  which  was  prepared  by  the  HRD 
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committee  under  the  chair  of  volunteer  Linda  Nadolny- 
Cogan.  The  goal  of  the  strategy  is  to  identify,  recruit,  and 
train  a core  of  individuals  to  serve  our  community. 

The  HRD  committee  is  developing  a leadership  train- 
ing program,  similar  in  nature  to  the  Young  Women’s 
Leadership  Council,  but  applicable  to  the  entire  commu- 
nity. Participants  in  the  program  will  be  given  leadership 
skills  training  which  will  include  education  about  the 
Ottawa  Jewish  community,  its  structure,  mission,  and 
agencies  as  well  as  seminars  on  Israeli  affairs,  Jewish 
continuity,  and  Jewish  religion  and  culture  to  name  only 
a few.  Participants  will  also  be  placed  on  various  com- 
mittees and  agencies  within  the  community  to  learn 
more  about  the  process  of  community  decision-making. 

The  HRD  committee  is  looking  to  recruit  leadership 
not  only  for  the  Vaad  Ha’Ir,  but  for  all  of  the  61  agencies 
and  organizations  affiliated  with  the 
Vaad.  The  committee  recognizes  the 
importance  of  training  leadership  to 
serve  at  all  levels  of  the  community. 

During  this  summer,  the  committee 
will  be  in  contact  with  the  various  com- 
munal agencies  to  try  to  determine  the 
profile  of  volunteers  that  they  require. 
In  the  fall,  participants  in  the  program 
will  be  able  to  make  an  informed  choice 
about  the  kind  of  volunteer  work  in 
which  they  are  interested. 

The  opportunities  are  available  to 
make  a meaningful  contribution  to  the 
Jewish  community  and  to  develop  signif- 
icant leadership  skills.  Once  the  human 
resource  development  initiative  is  up 
and  running,  it  will  be  of  benefit  to  both  the  community 
and  the  individuals  who  participate  in  the  program.

It  is  not  too  early  to  be  vigilant 


On  May  29,  Benjamin  Netanyahu  was  elected  prime 
minister  of  the  State  of  Israel.  The  political  pundits 
now  fill  the  media  with  electoral  analysis.  So  what  can 
a rabbi  add  to  this  ocean  of  words  concerning  that 
which  the  experts  now  call  the  most  critical  election  in 
Israel’s  history? 

The  psalmist  offers  a textual  context  for  comments: 
“For  Zion’s  sake  I will  not  keep  silent;  for  Jerusalem’s 
sake  I will  speak  out,  until  her  light  shines  forth  like 
the  sunrise,  her  deliverance  like  a blazing  torch." 

We  who  are  Ohavey  Yisrael,  lovers  of  Zion,  must 
hear  the  words  of  the  psalmist  and  congratulate 
Netanyahu.  But  we  must  also  remind  him  that  we,  the 
family,  who  live  chutz  l’aretz,  outside  the  land,  are, 
nonetheless,  still  part  of  the  family.  We  who  love  Israel 
from  these  shores,  love  it  no  less  than  those  who  sit  in 
Tel  Aviv,  Haifa  or  Kiriyat  Arba. 

Many  who  love  Israel  are  filled  with  great  anxiety. 
We  are  most  assuredly  worried  about  Israel’s  security, 
but  most  importantly  we  are  worried  about  Israel’s 
soul.  Will  our  Jewish  life  in  the  Diaspora  be  the  price  of 
political  expediency? 

Netanyahu  has  formed  a government  with  the  sup- 
port of  the  three  main  parties  of  the  Orthodox 
Rabbinate.  In  order  to  win  their  political  support  he 
has  made  many  promises  to  these  parties  concerning 
religious  life  in  Israel. 

The  monopoly  of  the  Orthodox  Rabbinate  over  reli- 
gious life  in  Israel  has  caused  pain  and  hardship  for 
many  Israeli  citizens.  Just  ask  Russian  or  Ethiopian 
Jews  who  survived  decades  of  government-sponsored 
anti-Semitism  only  to  be  told  upon  arrival  in  Israel  that 
they  were  not  real  Jews  and  required  conversion.  Ask 
an  Israeli  whose  personal  status  is  rejected  and  conse- 
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quently  is  denied  the  right  to  be  married  in  Israel.  Ask 
Israelis  who  worship  in  synagogues  affiliated  with  the 
Conservative,  Reconstructionist  or  Reform  Movement 
and  whose  rabbis  are  denied  rabbinic  privileges  in 
Israel.  The  monopoly  continues  to  create  a deep  chasm 
between  the  Jewish  state  and  a world  Jewry  which 
embraces  pluralism  as  an  indispensable  element  of 
communal  life. 

We  must  be  concerned  that  political  necessity  will 
not  require  the  abandonment  of  Jewish  values  that  we 
hold  to  be  eternal.  The  choice  is  between  a democratic, 
pluralistic  Israel,  embracing  and  welcoming  the  full 
diversity  of  World  Jewry  or  an  Israel  whose  religious 
life  will  continue  to  be  ruled  exclusively  by  a minority 
to  the  exclusion  of  all  other  Jewish  interpretations  and 
practices. 

It  is  not  too  early  to  be  vigilant.  The  terms  of  the 
coalition  indicate  that  newly  won  rights  for  non- 
Orthodox  rabbis  will  be  denied  by  the  government  and 
that  the  authority  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Israel  may 
be  limited  by  new  legislation.  Those  concerned  must 
make  known  to  the  Israeli  government  and  their  syna- 
gogues that  the  price  of  “peace  with  security”  must  not 
include  the  denial  of  religious  rights  for  75  per  cent  of 
the  world’s  Jewish  population.

Dr.  Imre  Rosenberg 
Memorial  Lecture

“What  happened  to  the 
Jews  in  15th  century  Spain 
could  happen  in  any  multi- 
cultural, multi-religious 
society,”  said  Canadian 
author  and  journalist  Erna 
Paris,  who  was  this  year’s 
guest  lecturer  at  the  annual 
Dr.  Imre  Rosenberg 
Memorial  Lecture.  The 
event,  which  is  under  the 
auspices  of  his  widow,  Dr. 

Truda  Rosenberg,  is  held 
each  year  at  Temple  Israel 
to  honor  the  diplomat, 
artist  and  human  rights 
activist  who  died  in  1986. 

Speaking  about  her  lat- 
est book  The  End  of  Days:  A 
Story  of  Tolerance,  Tyranny, 
and  the  Expulsion  of  the 
Jews  from  Spain,  (Lester 
Publishing,  1995),  Paris 
explained  to  the  audience  of 
200  that  her  quest  to  under- 
stand events  which  change 
political  consensus  will  ulti- 
mately help  her  to  under- 
stand the  Holocaust.  “As  in 
Spain,  in  Germany  the 
Jews  constituted  an  assimi- 
lated minority,”  she  said. 

Describing  the  historical  environment 
in  which  the  Jews  of  Spain  lived  until  their 
expulsion  in  1492,  Paris  noted  that  under 
the  Visigoths,  who  ruled  between  551  and 
711  C.E.,  the  Jews  were  oppressed.  This 
period  was  followed  by  about  300  harmo- 
nious years,  under  a series  of  tolerant 
Muslim  rulers,  when  the  Jews  and  all 
other  communities  around  them  flour- 
ished. 

“Wonderful  Arab  and  Jewish  poetry 
were  created,”  said  Paris,  who  has  written 
four  other  books,  including  Unhealed 
Wounds:  France  and  the  Klaus  Barbie 
Affair  (Methuen  Publications,  1985).  “The 
two  groups  also  developed  the  basis  for 
modern  mathematics.  The  Arabs  invented 
paper  and  the  compass.  There  was  a 
revival  of  Greek  mythology.” 

For  these  accomplishments  to  be  real- 
ized, she  said,  there  had  to  be  wealth  and 
an  atmosphere  of  acceptance  among  all  cul- 
tures “which  the  government  of  the  day 
actively  promoted.  No 

group  in  Muslim  Spain  had 
to  give  up  its  ways". 

That  is,  until  the  inva- 
sion by  fanatical  Christians 
in  the  12th  century. 

Though  the  invaders  tried 
to  actively  convert  non- 
Christians,  about  another 
century  of  tolerance 

ensued.  “The  Jews  were 
needed,”  explained  Paris. 

“They  were  the  educated 
class,  and  they  rose  to  the 
highest  posts  in  the 
Christian  North.  The  Jews 
were  the  merchants,  the 
lawyers,  the  doctors,  and

they  even  collected  the 
taxes.” 

Prevailing  attitudes 
changed  around  the  middle 
of  the  14th  century;  the 
Black  Death  was  sweeping 
through  Europe,  and  the 
Jews,  who  died  at  the  same 
rate  as  non-Jews,  were  nev- 
ertheless the  scapegoats. 
They  were  blamed  for  poi- 
soning the  drinking  wells, 
an  obvious  untruth  which 
even  the  pope  of  the  day 
denied. 

As  the  Holy  Inquisition 
against  Depraved  Heresy 
intensified  and  spread,  the 
Jews,  and  particularly  the 
Conversos  (converted  Jews, 
many  of  whom  demonstrat- 
ed few  outward  changes  or 
were  noticeably  insincere) 
endured  zealous  intoler- 
ance. The  Grand  Inquisitor 
Tbmas  de  Tbrquemada  was 
alone  responsible  for  fabri- 
cating the  ritual  slaying  of 
a Christian  child,  which  led 
to  the  conviction  of  six 
Conversos  and  five  Jews. 

With  the  Jews  now  firm- 
ly entrenched  in  almost 
every  Spanish  mind  as  the  enemy  and  the 
devil,  it  was  a short  leap,  several  months 
after  the  trial,  to  the  expulsion  order  by 
King  Ferdinand  II  and  Queen  Isabella. 

The  more  than  150,000  Jews  who  left 
Spain  were  chased  by  Catholic  priests  urg- 
ing on-the-spot  conversions  in  return  for 
being  allowed  back  into  Spain.  Some  Jews 
acquiesced,  but  most  went  to  Portugal  - 
which  introduced  its  own  Inquisition  about 
50  years  later  - and  to  the  Ottoman  empire 
and  North  Africa.  Some  leaders  outside 
Spain  thought  Ferdinand  was  a fool,  given 
the  immense  contribution  by  Jews  to 
Spanish  culture. 

Paris  noted  that  some  of  the  negative 
conditions  of  that  era  are  observable  today: 
“There  is  still  forced  assimilation.  The  tools 
of  propaganda  are  still  around.  The  lan- 
guage against  Jews  and  Conversos,  who 
were  called  such  names  as  'Christ-killers', 
was  dehumanizing.  One  of  the  lessons  of 
that  era,  therefore,  is  that  we  need  to  mon- 
itor language."

The  Young  Women’s  Leadership  Council 
(YWLC)  kicked  off  its  sixth  annual  recruit- 
ment campaign  with  an  information  ses- 
sion on  June  12  at  the  home  of  incoming 
chair  Laurie  Shusterman.  The  Council  is 
seeking  women  to  take  part  in  the  two-year 
program  and  could  be  looking  for  you.  Are 
you  a woman  between  the  age  of  25  and  45? 
Do  you  want  to  learn  more  about  the 
Ottawa  Jewish  community?  Have  you  been 
on  the  lookout  for  the  right  opportunity  to 
participate  in  its  growth  and  ultimate 
stewardship?  Read  on. 

Five  years  ago,  Linda  Nadolny-Cogan 
introduced  the  YWLC  to  Ottawa.  The 
Council,  modelled  after  a similar  program 
in  Baltimore,  grew  out  of  a need  to  intro- 
duce women  to  community  issues  and  to 
leadership  attributes  to  tackle  those 
issues. 

Over  the  course  of  the  two-year  term, 
participants  will  learn  about  a variety  of 
beneficiary  agencies  supported  by  UJA  dol- 
lars, the  need  for  fundraising,  current 
Israeli  events,  Jewish  life  and  selected 
leadership  skills.  In  addition  to  informa- 
tion sessions,  first  year  participants  gain 
the  bulk  of  their  know-how  from  the  hands- 
on  learning  and  skill  building  experiences 


of  the  Observer  Board  program  and  event 
planning. 

The  Observer  Board  program  is  unique 
in  Ottawa  because  it  provides  participants 
with  a behind-the-scenes  look  at  UJA 
agency  and  organizational  boards.  Council 
participants  choose  a board  that  interests 
them,  for  example  the  Board  of  Hillel 
Lodge  or  Hillel  Academy.  Then,  for  one 
year,  the  participant  attends  the  board 
meetings  and  contributes  ideas  with  the 
possibility  of  being  invited  back  the  follow- 
ing year  as  a voting  member. 

Event  planning  also  plays  a key  role  in 
the  YWLC  program.  Participants  help  to 
orchestrate  a telethon  - an  important  ele- 
ment of  the  UJA  fundraising  campaign  and 
a terrific  opportunity  to  build  essential 
leadership  skills. 

In  the  second  year,  leadership  education 
continues  as  each  participant  is  asked  to 
run  one  area  of  the  YWLC  executive.  At  the 
end  of  the  two-year  program  the  Human 
Resources  Development  branch  of  the  UJA 
will  attempt  to  place  participants  in  a suit- 
able volunteer  capacity  in  the  community. 
The  aim  is  to  smooth  the  transition  from 
learning  to  leadership. 

Marc  Fishman,  planning  associate  for 
the  Vaad  and  the  liaison  between  the 


Council  and  the  UJA  agencies,  says  his 
goal  in  volunteer  placement  is  “to  find  a 
place  that  suits  a person’s  skill  set  and 
interest  level”. 

Of  course,  the  Council  isn’t  all  about 
learning  and  leadership.  It’s  also  about 
making  friends  and  important  connec- 
tions in  the  community.  Because  leader- 
ship isn’t  just  what  you  know,  but  who  you 
know.  Says  Nadolny-Cogan:  “It’s  the  net- 


work of  people  we  know  and  count  on  that 
we  look  to  when  we  do  things  in  the  com- 
munity.” 

Can  we  look  to  you?  Recruitment  con- 
tinues throughout  the  summer.  A second 
information  session  is  in  the  works  for 
August.  Enrolment  in  the  program  is  limit- 
ed, so  call  today:  Marc  Fishman  (789- 
7306),  Laurie  Shusterman  (224-6260)  or 
Benita  Baker  (591-0977).

“My  generation’s  introduction  to  JNF 
was  pretty  much  limited  to  trees  and 
Blue  Boxes,”  Gregory  Sanders  says.  “But 
JNF  is  much,  much  more.

FROM  SOUP  TO  NUTS 


Picture  books  can  appeal  to  a wide  age  range

According  to  former  Kid  Lit  editor  James  Cross  Giblin, 
many  of  today’s  picture  books  appeal  to  a wider  age  range 
of  children  than  ever  before.  Previously,  picture  books 
were  mainly  written  for  children  aged  4-8.  Now  many  are 
also  intended  for  children  in  their  early  to  mid  teens, 
extending  the  range  to  roughly  ages  4-16. 

Giblin  cites  two  reasons  for  this  extension.  First, 
thanks  to  television,  CD-ROM  and  other  visual  media,  pic- 
tures are  no  longer  considered  babyish.  Second,  more  kids 
are  reading  below  their  grade  levels.  Such  kids  need  sto- 
rybooks with  short,  simple  texts  and  lots  of  pictures. 

I would  add  two  more  reasons.  First,  the  writing,  illus- 
tration and  production  levels  of  many  of  today’s  picture 
books  are  of  such  high  quality  they  delight  readers  of  all 
ages.  Second,  really  good  picture  books  tell  universal  sto- 
ries that  are  ageless  and  emotionally  uplifting. 

The  following  two  books,  derived  from  Jewish  folklore, 
are  super  examples  of  picture  books  that  can  appeal  to  a 
wide  age  range. 

Golem 

A Giant  Made  of  Mud 

By  Mark  Podwal 

Greenwillow  Books  1995 

Unpaged.  Ages  5 and  up. 

Stories  of  mystical,  magical  people  and  happenings  sav- 
ing endangered  Jews  or  whole  Jewish  communities  repre- 
sent one  meyor  theme  in  Jewish  folklore.  Pre-eminent 
among  them  is  the  legend  of  reknowned  16th  century 
Rabbi  Judah  Loew  of  Prague  and  the  golem  (robot)  he  sup- 
posedly created. 

Author  Mark  Podwal  adds  historic  context,  color  and 
his  own  sense  of  magic  to  this  beautifully  poignant 


retelling  of  the  golem  story.  From  history  Podwal  borrows 
three  facts:  that  Emperor  Rudolph  II  of  Prague  was  said  to 
believe  in  alchemy  and  the  occult;  that  Rabbi  Loew  was 
indeed  a mystic;  and  that  in  1592  the  Rabbi  had  an  audi- 
ence with  the  Emperor. 

For  color  Podwal  adds  numerous  incidental  stories 
about  the  Emperor,  about  the  rabbi  and  about  an  imagined 
on-going  relationship  between  them. 

Podwal’s  weaves  his  own  magic  by  enhancing  his  story 
with  dreams,  excesses  and  sensitivity.  For  example,  a 
golem  so  out  of  control  the  rabbi  fears  the  end  of  the  world; 
an  Angel  of  Death  in  a dark  red  rose;  and  suppositions  on 
what  became  of  the  golem. 

Humorous  full  color  illustrations  add  sparkle  to  the 
story’s  development.  My  favorite  is  a picture  of  the  golem 
wearing  the  king’s  palace  as  a crown.  Truly  a story  and  a 
book  for  all  ages. 

Just  Stay  Put 

By  Gary  Clement 

A Groundwood  Book/Douglas  & McIntyre  1995 

Unpaged.  Ages  5-12 

In  Jewish  folklore  Chelm  stories  are  the  beloved 
obverse  of  tales  about  wise  rabbis,  peasants  and  farmers. 
From  their  rabbi  to  their  beggar  Chelmers  are  silly  folks 
coping  as  best  they  can  with  everyday  living. 

The  story  on  which  Just  Stay  Put  is  based  is  a long-time 
favorite  of  Jewish  storytellers  and  writers.  In  recent  years 
there  was  even  a musical  version  titled  Shlemiel. 
Fortunately,  Gary  Clement  tells  his  version  with  freshness 
and  a Will  Rogers-like  dry  humor. 

As  Clement  tells  it,  this  is  the  story  of  poor  dreamy 
Mendel  who,  above  all,  longs  to  travel.  One  day  Mendel 
simply  takes  off,  determined  to  walk  to  Warsaw.  En  route 
he  takes  a nap,  but  not  before  taking  off  his  boots  and 
pointing  their  toes  in  the  direction  of  Warsaw. 

A rascally  shepherd,  however,  finds  the  boots  and 
points  the  toes  back  to  Chelm.  When  Mendel  wakes  up,  he 
puts  on  his  boots  and  resumes  walking  in  the  direction  of 
the  toes. 


From  Golem,  A Giant  Made  of  Mud 


Mendel’s  Warsaw  is  totally  amazing.  It  looks  exactly  like 
Chelm.  Even  more  wonderous,  the  townspeople  know 
Mendel.  And  a woman  who  looks  exactly  like  his  wife  back 
in  Chelm  claims  he’s  her  husband  and  her  children  are  also 
his.  What  to  do?  Consult  the  rabbi,  of  course.  Conclusion:  if 
one  place  is  the  same  as  another,  Just  Stay  Put. 

Full  color  surrealistic  pictures  enhance  the  story’s  iron- 
ic humor. 


Here  are  some  helpful  cooking  and  baking  tips

Lately,  it  seems  as  though  I’m  always  getting  asked 
the  hows  and  whys  of  cooking  almost  as  much  as  getting 
inquiries  for  specific  recipes  and  food  preparation.  So  I 
thought  I’d  devote  this  column  to  cooking  and  baking  tips 
that  might  answer  some  of  your  questions. 

♦ If  you  sprinkle  salt  into  the  water  when  washing 
'vegetables,  it  will  help  draw  out  any  insects  that  are 

there. 

♦ lb  prevent  mold  from  forming  on  cheese,  store  in  a 
sealed  container  with  2 lumps  of  sugar,  or  place  a piece  of 
paper  towel  that  has  been  dampened  in  white  vinegar  in 
the  bottom  of  a plastic  container  with  a tight-fitting  iid. 

♦ A dull  knife  cuts  cheese  better.  If  you  warm  the  knife 
first,  the  cheese  will  cut  like  butter. 

♦ Iced  tea  and  coffee  taste  better  when  the  ice  cubes 
are  also  made  from  tea  or  coffee.  That  way  they  don’t 
become  diluted.  Same  goes  for  fruit  juices.  Use  leftover 
coffee  and  tea  or  juice  to  make  the  cubes  for  another  time. 

♦ Brush  the  bottom  crust  of  fruit  pies  with  beaten  egg 
white  to  prevent  it  from  becoming  soggy. 

♦ Brown  sugar  won’t  harden  if  stored  in  the  freezer. 

♦ Sugar  cookies  will  not  be  tough  if  you  roll  them  on 
sugar  instead  of  flour. 

♦ When  beating  egg  whites,  add  a teaspoon  of  cold 


water  and  they’ll  almost  double  the  volume. 

♦ To  separate  egg  whites  from  yolks  easily,  if  you  don’t 
have  an  egg  separator,  break  an  egg  into  a funnel  over  a 
measuring  cup.  The  white  will  go  into  the  cup,  the  yolk 
will  stay  in  the  funnel. 

♦ Tb  test  old  baking  powder  to  see  if  it’s  still  good,  pour 
very  hot  water  over  a teaspoon  of  baking  powder.  If  it 
bubbles,  it’s  still  good. 

♦ To  store  crisp  cookies  so  they  stay  crisp,  store  in  a 
container  with  a loose-fitting  lid. 

♦ To  keep  chewy  cookies  soft,  store  in  a container  with 
a tight-fitting  lid. 

♦ The  best  way  to  store  cookies  for  shipping  or  travel- 
ling is  to  place  them  on  unsalted  plain  popcorn. 

♦ When  mixing  cake  batter,  to  prevent  the  batter  from 
riding  up  the  beaters,  spray  them  first  with  Pam. 

♦ Coat  nuts  and/or  dried  fruit  with  a touch  of  flour  to 
prevent  them  from  sinking  to  the  bottom  of  cake  batter 

♦ Salt  should  always  be  added  after  cooking  food.  That 
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way  you  use  much  less  and  the  food  won’t  dehydrate. 

♦ To  make  mashed  potatoes  fluffy  without  adding 
unnecessary  fat,  mash  and  then  beat  in  hot  steamed  milk 
until  whipped  and  fluffy.  While  steaming  milk,  add  some 
minced  fresh  garlic  and  chives  with  a bit  of  salt  to  taste. 

♦ When  making  cabbage  rolls,  insteady  of  pre-cooking 
the  cabbage,  freeze  overnight  or  a few  days  ahead.  When 
the  cabbage  is  defrosted,  it  will  be  soft,  easy  to  separate 
and  will  roll  easily. 

♦ Green  potato  skins  contain  a toxic  substance  and 
should  not  be  eaten. 

♦ Regular  potato  chips  contain  61%  fat!
